. The Equitable Life Assurance Society, 
with its assets of more than 6500, 000.000 
and outstanding insurance of more than 
$1,500,000,000, is to belong to its 500,000 
policyholders for all time, by. the terms 
of a plan adopted by the Board of 
Directors and announced yesterday. by 
William A. Day, President of the Edui- 
table. Under the proposal General T. 
Coleman du Point, holder of a majority 
of the stock, would turn it into the 
company for $2,000,000 less than he paid 
the . Morgan estate for it two 


years ago, and the holders ot minority 
stock would receive a price of approxi- 
mately $1,500 a share for their holdings. 
The stock would be paid for out of the 
reserve funds of the society and then 
Canceled, the society being then made 
entirely miutua!.

General 
du Pont is chief. owner of the Edulta- 
ble office building at 120 Broadway, on 
which the Equitable Society holds a 
mortgage of $20,600,000. The payments 
to be made to General du Pont for the 
stock will be paid in the form of de- 
ductions from the interest and amorti- 
zatlon charges on the mortgage. So the 
reserves of the ee. will not be weak- 
ened. 

The stock of the Equitable has had a 
variety. of oOwnerships. since the insur- 


ance investigation. Prior to that time 


it was held ‘by the Hyde.family, under 
whose ownership the late E. H. Harri- 
man obtained the use of large parts. of 
the society's funds. Harriman and 
hiyde duarreled, which did much to 
bring on the investigation.

Administratign bill, with its delegation 
of sweeping powers to the President for 
the control of foods, feeds, and ‘fuels 
during the war, was passed by the Sen- 
ate today, 81 to 6. Under the guidance 
of the bipartisan Senate conference that 
sprang into being early in the week, the 
measure went through with precision. 

The six Senators who. atood out agains’, 
the bill were Reed of Missouri arid’ 
Hardwick of Georgia. Democrats, and 
Penrose of Pennsyivania, Southerland 
of Utah, Sherman of Illinois, ani 
France ot Maryland, Republicans. 

Before the final vote was taken, the 
bipartisan leaders had worked broader

WARHINGTON, July 21 21.—The 
bill appropriating 3040, 000,000 for the 
aviation service was passed late. today 
by the Senate without amendment or a 
record vote and with less than an hour's 
discussion. It now goes to the Preal- 
dent. 

The Senate's dispute, with. many 
members expressing. a desire to pass 
the bill immediately, was over un 
amendment of Senator Hardwick of 
Georgia to strike out a clause authoris- 
ing drafting of the men for the aerial 
service. The amendment was rejected | 
66. to 12, after Senator La Follette and 
Gronns. had made brief speeches’ op- 
posing the draft. 

Details of plans for expending the 
nüge sum appropriated have been with- 
held, but it is known that it provides for 
about 22,000 airplanes and nearly’ 100,000 
men. 

The President is e to alen the 
bill Monday. and the work of buliding 
one of the greatest air fleets the Ford 
has seen will, be pushed with vigor. 
‘During the first year,officials hope to 
produce at least 3,500 machines, with a 
great increase the next year. For the 
first few months virtually the entire 
attention will be centred on construction | 
of student planes, and there has- been 
talk of bringing British and French 
aviation student officers to the United 
States to _help in training. 

In rejecting the Hardwick antendment 
the dozen Senators voting to strike out 
the draft clause were Borah, Broussard.

In vigorous speech the

Equipment Gave Out, Factories Were

Viewed in the perspective of nearly 
three years of the mightiest conflict in 
history some of the blunders made by 
Great Britain in mobilizing her armies 
and in putting her industries on a war 
footing seem absurd. But it should be 
remembered that at the time they were 
committed the great mass of the popu- 
lation and the majority of the admin- 
istrators were completely ignorant of 
military matters. Germany began to 
organize her entire people for the war 
at least forty years before it started; 
Britain began to do the same on Aug. 
4, 1914, the day war was declared. 

A few days after the war broke out 
between Great Britain and Germany a 
raher clever business’ man in London 
invented a phrase. It was Business 
as Usual.’’. At the time it seemed very 
appropriate; it expressed the thoughts 
of many people; it meant that England 
was going to keep her head and not 
get panicky, although only just across 
the English Channel the most powerful 
army the world had ever seen was 


t sweeping into France, bent on subju- 
ur 


gating ope and the world. The phrase 
ished broadcast, ond mayhap 
ped to calm a few people who

A Feolish Phrase.

RAILROADS AND COAL. 

The sale of the Pennsylvania's an- 
thraoite interests marks another stage 
of the retirement of railways from 
activities only indirectly connected 

with their ‘business as common car- 
riers, Originally, most railways en- 
tered thé coal business to supply 
themselves with fuel, just as two 
coppér mining companies and a smelt- 
ing Company the other day bought 
for themselves coal fielda In like 
manner, some coal owners have sup- 
plied themselves with rafiwafs. But 
copper companies and coal owners 
are not commion carriers, and the 
Hepburn act was passed to restrict 
the competition of common carriers 

with producers. of goods. No é@xcep- 
tion Was made on account of the dit- 
ficulties of the common carriers in 
supplying themselves with the fuel 
necessary to their business in the 
service ot the public. The coal owners 
made their sales subject to strikes, 
and charged the railways all that the 
traffic would bear. As operators of 
their own mines, and suppliers of 
their own rtation, the rail- 
ways supplied their needs on better 
terms than they could buy ¢oal, and 
also had a surplus which was sold in 
eompetition with private coal to an 
‘embarrassing degree. 

Under the Hepburn law, one rall- 
way was fined for carrying its own 
hay to feed its own mules in its own 
mines. During the recent coal crisis 
mere was complaint that the railway 
mines could get cars when private 
mines could not. It might be thought 
that there was a fair preference in 
favor of coal used in the service of 
thé public. But the law is no respecter 
of persons, and it 16 enforced against 
the railways. 

The enfor cement of the l 
clause carries incidental benefits to 
the railways, and there are unexpect- 

d otfacts to what ig gained by the 
beneficiaries of the Hepburn law. 

Whenever a railway has been pun- 
ished, there has béen a loss of a form 
of rebate to a shipper.

lem do not the following points prove 
the need of the adoption of a policy of | 
“ thorough to be announced at once? 

First, the food’ problem must be 
treated as a Whole, not each food separ- 
ately, but all foods together, and not 
month by month; but from harvest to 
harvest. What is produced this Sum- 

must suffice for. ourselves, our 
surplus, for neutrals, til next Sum- 
mers harvest. 

Secondly, thig estimated surplus must 
not be all sent away to neutrals at 
the beginning; for it the allied supplies 
should be sunk dy submarines in larger 
measure than ¢aldulated for there would 
be a diminution in the surplus, even If: it 
were not altogether wiped out. Uncle 
sam must not guess how all ‘the 
factors are to work out. President Wil- 
son must net gamble on the outcome 
and. thérefore, should not let supplies 
‘go out ig. 

Thirdly, the food supplies of the neu- 
trals must be treated as a whole. They 
should use all their own produce, none 
should be sent to our enemies, and only 
then should any deficit in the supply 
of the neutrals be made good from our 
stocks. | | 

Fourthly, the food problem is intimate- 
ly dependent on the scarcity of tonnage. 
The sooner the Allies’ provisions are de- 
livered the sooner may the surplus be 
sent to the neutrals. Therefore, thé neu- 
trale who desire us to jeopardize our 
supplies must put their shipping to full 
culties. 

Fifthty, it follows that as the surplus 
depends not only on the absolute wants 
of our allies, but on the amounts lost 
in transportation, Thing neutrals must arm 
and defend their against attack. 
Cargoes lost cannot be replaced except 
by a @iminution of the surplus avail- 
able for néutrals. We desire to feed the 
neutrals as abundantly as possiblé, but 
the térms must be dictated by reason 
and our nécéssities, and not their pleas.

sand Americans will be spared wounds,

Although One of the Youngest Russian Generals, the Dashing 2 


Officer Is the Foremost of Those Trained Under Brusiloff 


over 190,000 of the enemy have been put 


out of action. This is quite up to the . 


mark of the best days of the drive which 
began on June 4, 1916, with four brilliant 
Russian commanders—of whom Kaledin, 
Stcherbatchoff and Letchitsky gre the 
best known—co-operating under Brusil- 
off. 
General Korniloff’s style closely resem- 
bles that of Letchitsky, who swept south 


and west through Southern Galicia and 


Bukowina, driving the foe before him 
into the Carpathian forests and down 
into the foothills of Hungary. Both em- 
ployed large bodies of Cossacks, (more 


correctly Kazaks,) of whom there are, 
perhaps, 250,000 in the Russian Army, 


all born fighting men. It seems that 
such a detachment of Kazak horsemen 
captured the Austrian headquarters at 
Kalusz, but, having outrun their ar- 
tillery, were forced back when the Aus- 
trians rushed supporting troops to 


Kalusz along the railroad from Stryj. 


These temporary setbacks are the natural 
penalty of a very rapid advance, and will 


in no way interfere with the orderly de- 
velopment of General Korniloff’s cam- 


paign.

Russia, has described Korniloff—who re- 


joices in the classical name of Laurus—

France. Intrusted with the defense of 
the Black Sea port, Admiral Korniloff 
sank in the neck of the bay the five war- 
ships under his command and, taking his 
men on shore, laid the foundation of the 
famous defenses that held out for nearly: 
a year under the combined bombardment 
of the allies.

The Siberian army, then com- 
manded by General Linévitch, was taken 
over by Kuropatkin, the War Minister, 
who energetically used the meagre forces 
at his disposal to stop the victorious rush 
of the Japanese commanders, supplement- 
ing his army by troops sent along the 
Siberian single-track railroad from 
Europe, but sent so slowly as to give him 
only one new army corps a month. Next 
came Mukden, in which the largest 
armies ever gathered up to that time took 
part, and, in his really able retreat from 
Mukden, Kuropatkin won genuine mili- 
tary distinction. Korniloff was intrusted

More good novels are not published simply 
because they are not written. But there 
is undoubtedly a demand for them, and 
when this demand is even partially filled, 
it is inevitably the “ war novel,” as Mr. 
Howkiis points out, that is most in evi- 
dence. Something of this is evident on 
even a cursory survey of the two August or 
“ fiction numbers ” of Scribner’s and Har- 
per’s Magazines. Of the eight short stories 
contained in the former, half are concerned 
with the war; of the seven in Harper’s two 
are war stories. In the latter magazine it 
is noteworthy that the war, as a subject 
for fiction, is not only numerically small, 
but the two stories in which it appears are 
relatively unimportant. The war, indeed, 
is only remotely connected with Fannix 
Hamm Las The Lone Wolf,” although 
it is the absorbing topic in Alice Brown’s 
“ The Flying Teuton.”

LSTOY’S journals are at last making 
their appearance in an English transla- 
tion in this country (Alfred A. Knopf) and 
the difficulties that have had to be over- 
come before they could find either a 
translator or a publisher are eloquent of 
the tangle in which the great Russian’s 
unpublished works have been left.

The price of $7,500,000 for the two 
northern islands was agreed on, both houses 
of the Danish Diet voted their consent, and 
the plebiscite on the tslands, which was taken 
at Secretary Seward’s desire, carried in 
favor of annexation by the nearly unanimous 
vote of 1,244 to 22. It happened, however, that 
at the head of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations in the United States Senate was 
Senator Charles Sumner, the. implacable 
enemy of President Johnson, and by his 
efforts ratification by the Senate was blocked. 
Nevertheless Denmark gave a further exten- 
sion of time for ratification, first to Seward, 
and then to Hamilton Fish. But Sumner 
was almost equally hostile to the Grant Ad- 
ministration, and finally, on April 14, 1870, 
the treaty was allowed to lapse.

A feature of Dr. Westergaard’s book, which 
Should be of high value to the student, is a 
reriex of forty-one appendices, wherein are 
given statistics, liste of Governors and share 
holders in the various companies, -ranscripts 
of the charters, financial statements, and 
other rare information derived from the 
Danish archives and now first made ac- 
cessible to the general public. Altogether 
the book gives an authoritative treatment of 
its subject and, when it is completed by the 
two additional volumes promised, will be- 
come a standard work of reference.
